THE NATIONAL BANK OF INDIA v5. THE 
NURSEY SPINNING AND WEAVING CUMPANY. 

Tho siquidator of the Nurary Spinning 
Weaving Company were sory. with asum- 
woos by the plaintiffs to show cause why 
they should not pay the amount of a bill of 
exchange for Ra. 8,680, drawn on Naracy 
Kessowjve & Co., Hongkong, in favour of 
the National Bank of India, and signed by 
Nursoy Kessowjeo and Ghollabhoy Padum 
asy, a8 directors of the Nursoy Spluving 
aud Woaving Gompany Mr Farran appear- 
ed for the National Bank of India, and the 
Honourable Mr Latham for the Nursey 
~pinning and Weaving Company. 

Mr Farran stated thaton 9th October, 
1878, the National Bank became possessed

Then we read of one more 
tustance of Afghan barbarity in’ the 
finhug of ube body of young Lient 
Hector Maciune of the Artillery, who, 
thaugh prisoner, seems to have been 
deliberately murdered, when it was 
jaecu the camp would be taken It is 

hardly credible that Ayub ordered, or 
was cognisant of this, for his mother, 
wite, and all his fumily have been in 
Cublul since it was taken lust year. 
Sull it would have beeu some satis 
fuctton to learn that the foul deed hud 
Ayub himself 
In now a fugitive with bat ten fulluw- 
ers, aud is doubtless accompanied by 
bis vephew Musa Khan, the son of the 
ex-Anir Yakub Khan, who seems to 
have joiued him after bis victory over 
General Burrows at Khuski Nakud. 
The generalship displayed by Ayub at 
this battle has been a matter of wuch 
wander aud speculation in India. Ayub

Atan interview with Colonel Grodekoff 
he expressed an opinion that the Af 
ghens would be viotorious, and snnex, 
not only Peshawur, but Cashmere, In 
reply toa question whether Shore Ali 
would receive the Embassy at Cabul, he 
mophatically replied “ Never,”

Lt 
seems that the reports and “ conduct” 
of sume uewspapers had nut been satis 
factory to some of the men, and at the 
inectings they have proposed cither to 
exclude the representatives of the offend- 
ing papers, or to meet in private con- 
fercuce, uml then supply reports only 
their favourite papers. At one meeting 
the Chairmun oaively suggeste 
the reporters had unions os well us the 
nuiaers, apd that it was useless ip them 
to heap indignities ou the representa- 
tives of the Press. But as a general 
rule they are meeting anore in private, 
Perhaps they fear seme speeches such 
an last’ strike, 
huogry men with starving wives aud 
dying children suggested -bey naght 
comprontisys or urbitrate. Aud no 
wouder they should meet ia private 
when they have to discuss whether they 
will support the defence of men aud 
women who, joining in stoue-throwing 
and stick-pelting, prevent from going to 
their work men who are able and willing 
aud vot ashamed to support themselves 
and those of their own house. One 
resolution J saw of a recent meeting 
was to defend a case though every man 
“should sell the shirt off his back.” I 
question it that last resort would have 
put them much in funds. In justice to 
the men joining in this great strike, I 
may say that'they are justly proud that 
no crimes against property have been 
reported agaiust them. One was tauated 
Ly having turnips thrown before him- 
self and his comrades, and being told to 
eat for they were hungry; he replied 
that bakers’ carts Lad stood beside their 
gatherings, and that no one had sought 
tu lay hunds on the contents. But from 
many a cup-board the mouse must be 
going away with a tear in his eye, and 
things cannot long remain in the pre- 
sent state of tension. A deal is spoken 
about the adoption of a “sliding scale” 
by which the wages would be repulated 
by the price of pig-iron. ‘This was 
hinted at by Mr Alexander, a mine- 
inspector, in-one of his reports, and has 
been clutched at by the miners like the 
proverbial straw in sight of a drowning- 
moon. But its success is dependent 
upon too many “ifs.”

5. As regards transit outwards, 
foreigners have held that govds may be 
brought down under transit certificate 
even when not intonded for foreign ox- 
port, but meant for resale in China, and 
far as to say that, even 
without certificates, no tax ought to he 
charged in the interior on goods or- 
dinarily exported to foreign countries. 
Now, as Chinése merchants have to pay 
all taxes en route, it is obvious that the 
only way foreignera could bring down 
goods free would be under certificates, 
and therefore, without certificates goods 
must pay, no matter. what may be their 
subsequent destination. And, again, 
since native trade would be subjected to 
unfair competition if foreigners were 
permitted to bring down produce under 
transit certificate and then send it to 
another port of Ohina for sale, it follows 
that the produce that ‘is entitled to 
transit privileges can’ only be auch 
produce as is intended for foreign export, 
In a word, as regards native produce 
outward, tha case is just the same as 
with foreign merchandise inward ; the 
transactions differ, but the amount of 
duty charged is the same. For, just as 
a foreigner can take foreign ‘gooda to 
any port of China on payment of a full 
and balf duty, so he can go to any port 
of China and thonce. take Ohinese

only that Chinese oilicials are not to 
control them, but that they may dis- 
regard and violate Chinese regulations 
with impunity, ‘Fo this we cannot 
consent, Ching hag not by any troaty 
given foreigners permission to disregard 
or violato the laws af China, While 
residing in China they aro ag much 
bound to olmerve them as tho Chinese 
are. What hau been conceded in the 
Ureation iu this connection is morely that 
oflinders shall bs punished by their own 
national oflictals iu accordance with their 
own national laws, 

For exawple, if Chinese law prohibits 
sulyects from yoing through a cortain 
passage, foreigners cannot claim to go 
through that forbidden passage in virtue 
of exterritoriality, Lf they go through 
it, and thoreby break a Uhiueso law, 
their own national olficinis are to punish 
Uioin in accordance with such Jaws as 
provide for auslogong casas in their own 
vountry. Ina word, the true meaning 
of the oxterritorinlity clause is not that 
the foreigner is av liberty vo break Chinese 
laws, but that if he olleuds ho shall be 
punished by his own national officials. 


THE CIARACTER OF CONSULS, 

Again, seeing that China bas agread 
that these judicial powera shall bo 
exercised by foreign consuls within 
Chinese territory, foreign governmenta 
whould, on their side, take care that none 
bat good and reliable men are appointed 
to theae posts, Several States, however, 
appoint merchant consuls. Now, in +o 
far ag conéorne that part ofa covsul’s 
duty which comprises the reporting and 
clearing of shipd and the shipping and 
discharging—of sailors, China does not 
object to its being discharged by mer- 
chant consuls; but in China a consul’s 
duticn comprise judicial functions as 
well, aud the importance of such functions 
is such as to seeu: te demand the 
pointmest of bore fide officials to con- 
sular poate. Moreover, where cases 
requiring joiut investigation occur it is 
neither convenient or dignified for a 
Chinese official to sit on the bench with 
a merchant consul who may bave been

8. The " most favored nutivn " clause 
is found in all the treaties, and it 1s well 
that it should be so, for it ia difficult for 
China to distinguish between foreigners, 
or to say to which nationality each be- 
Jong ; aud so much is this so that even 
non-treaty Power foreigners ure treated 
like the others The <dbject of the 
foreign negotiator in introducing this 
clause was to prevent his own nationals 
from being placed at a disadvantage as 
compared with others, aod to secure that 
all should be equally favored. Now this 
ia precisely what China desires; but 
foreign Governments, although their ob- 
jects in negotiating for the “moat 
favored nation” clause were similar to 
those of China, are not always fair in 
their interpretation of it. For example, 
if China for a consideration grants a cer- 
tain country a new privilege on certain 
specified conditions, this would be of the 
nature of a upecial concession for a special 
consideration, Should other countrics 
come forward, and in virtue of the 
* most favored nation” clause claim to 
participate iu the new privilege, although 
China need not necessarily exact a simi- 
lar consideration in return, yet it would 
be only just to expect that, enjoying the 
privilege, they would conaent to observe 
the condition or conditions accepted by 
the Power to which it was originally 
granted, But, far from this being the 
cage, there are some who, while demand- 
ing the privilege, refuse to be bou.d-by 
the conditions attached toit, This is the 
unfair interpretation to which China 
objects. Inq word, a8 regards this 
“ most favored uation” clause, we bold 
that if one country desires to participate 
in the privileges conceded to another 
country it must consent to be bound by 
the sonditions attached” to them and 
aceepted by that other, 


COMPLAINT AGAINST THE MISSIONARIES, 

9. Over and above the four pointa 
commented on, there is the missionary 

uestion. China, recognizing that the 
object of all religious aystems is to teach 
men to do good, has by treaty asaonted 
.to missionaries coming to’ teach their 
doctrines in Ching, and has also guar- 
anteed protection to them and to their 
converte, But among tho missionaries 
are-some who, exulting the importance 
of their office, arrogate to themselves an. 
official atetus, and interfere so far as to 
transact business that ought properly te

! ties ; whilejamong the converts are come 
i who look upon their being Christians as 
protecting them frow§the consequences 
; of breaking the laws of their own country, 
and refnge to observe the rules which are 
binding on their neighbors. This state 
_ of thinga China cannot tolerate or submit 
wo. Under tho, exterritoriality chiuse 
foreigners are to be dealt with by their 
own national authorities, but as regards 
Chinese subjects on Chineso soil it ia 
‘only the Chinesa, anthorities who can 
deal with them; and Chinese subjects, 
whether Christian or nat, to be accounted 
good subjecls,, must render ap oxact 
obedience to the laws of China. If any 
offend against these laws they must, one 
and all, Christians and non-Christians 
alike, submit to be dealt with by their 
native authorities, and the foreign mis- 
xionary cannot bo permitted to uaurp the 
right of shielding;}them from the jcon- 
sequences of their acts, 
| 10, In order that negotiations for 
i treaty revision may be facilitated, what 
| in required is reciprocal{consideration and 
:mntual forbearance. We accordingly 
‘address to your Excelleney this com- 
! munication. To recapitulate :— 


BRIEFLY, WRAT CHINA WANTS. 

In the matter of inward transit we 
| hold that certificates only cover gooda 
from a treaty port to the place named in 
the certificate, exempting them from all 
taxed en route; and that, once arrived at 
that place, thoy thereafuer differ in no 
respect from uneortificated goods, and 
must, like all uncortificated goods, pay 
whatever charges the barriers passed 
thereafter may collect. 

In the matter of outward transit we 
hold that the produce not yet bought by 
foreigners, or bonght but not covered by 
trausit documents, is liable to all local 
‘charges, aud that goods brought down 
under transit passes for foreigners must 
ba sont to foreign countries, and cannot 
be allowed to go to other Chinese ports 
‘of sale to the disadvantage of native- 
owned goods which have not had the 
benefit of the Gansit pass, 

In tho matter of likin and [taxation 
genorally we hold that China, as an 
indepondent State, has the right to levy 
| whatever taxes she pleases, in whatever 
manger she may think best, and we con- 
| sider it unfair on the part of other Govern- 
ments to qnestion our procoedings or put 
' Qifticulties in our way, seeing that we 
| only collect special taxes because special 
circumstances call for them.

Jn tho matter of the “ most favored 
nation” clause we bold that when any 
country claims to sharo. the privileges 
couceded to another it is bound to observe 
the conditions accepted by that other 
likewise. 

In the matter of the missionary quea- 
tion, we hold that within Chinvse tor- 
ritory it is only the Chinese officials who 
can be allowed to exercise authority over 
the Clineso people, and that Christians 
or not Christians, Chinese subjects must 
one and ull pay due respect and obedi- 
ence to tho Jaws of China. 

What China wishes to do is to carry 
out the treaties in such a way as to give 
full effect to all their stipulations, and 
place all foreignors in China on the same 
} footing; but sho cannot allow those 
treaties to be wrested to mean something 
which is essentially unfair to the Chinese 
people, nor, in attempting to adjust 
national resources to national wants, can 
she nssent to any interference with her 
sovereignty as an independent State. 

What the treaties aim at ia mainten- 
ance of peaceful relations, and it will be 
found that nothing contributes to this 
end more powerfully than a due recogni- 
tion by either State of the independence
